The Congress will continue to attract the stu- 
dents who revel In parliamentary wrangles, and 
enjoy practice in oratory, while those seeking 
embryo politicking, real practice in current public 
affairs, and the feeling of representing a con- 
stituency, will put forth- the necessary effort to be 
sleeted to and pa r ticipa te in tha Union.

The faculty of Mary- 
land University is discussing the possibility of 
abolishing final examinations on the grounds that 
they tend to make students neglect their day-to-day 
studying and depend on cramming for passing and 
for establishing their grades. 

Marks at George Washington rest rather heavily 
upon final exam grades, although the so-called 
monthly examinations carry some of the burden, 
particularly in Junior college courses. 

Granting the difficulty In arriving at fair marks 
when classes are large and the teacher-pupils rela- 
tionship comparatively impersonal, I should still be 
in favor of divorcing final examinations from grades. 
Since finals seem to b* the only workable device to 
make students, particularly during the earlier col- 
legiate years, review and mentally organize the 
material of a course, their complete abolition might 
be dangerous. It would be possible, however, to 
require a comprehensive examination from each stu- 
dent completing a course, in which' his rating would
